NEARING WARSAW 


Poles, However, Declare There Is IVo Chance of 


Bolsheviki Crossing the Vistula. 


(By The Associated Press) 


Waisaw, Aug 14—The front Is be- 


Jng gradually brought nearer War- 
sav,. Before Saturday's dawn, artil- 
lery flashes were visible against the 
clojds to the north and northeast and 
at times the bark of cannon could be 
heard. 


Today's communique concedes that 


the Poles withdrew further In the 
center, asserting It was for re-group- 
ing soldiers who have fallen back up- 
on the defense lino less than thirteen 
kilometres out. 


But even more se-ious. according 


to observers, Is the situation north- 
west of Warsaw, where Red cavahy- 
Jnen are making rapid progress to- 
ward Vistula. The cavalry's 
right 


Hank, which follows the right wing 
of the Russian frontier, has been 
reinforced bv Red infantry soldiers 
who have requistloned the peasants' 
horses and are following closely up- 
OJ the heels of the cavalry. 


ALL PRECAUTION'S TAKEN 


The Poles say there is no chance 


of tne Bolsheviki crossing the Vistula 
either below or above Warsaw, as the 
Russians have been doing habitually 
for two hundred yeais in taking War- 
saw from the west, and that all pre- 
cautions in these sections have been 
taken. 


It Is estimated it will require sev- 


'•ral days before the Reds from the 
northwest reach the river. Meantime, 
the newspapers 
continue confident 


that a counter-stroke will bring re- 
sults. The Red?, however, are mak- 
irg a little progress daily at various 
points, particularly directly In front 
of the city and on the northwest. 


CAPTURE IMMINENT 


Berlin, Aug. 
14—General 
Weger, 


commanding the Fortieth Bolsheviki 
army in Ix>mza, yesterday told the 
corresp9ndent of the Berliner Zeltung 
Am Mlttag that Warsaw was sur- 
rounded on four sides and its capture 
was Imminent. 


Asked whether peace would be de- 


clared with Poland, General Weger 
said- "Certainly It will" He added 
that the soviet Government, which 
he said had been formed at Blalystok,- 
July 20, would proceed to Warsaw 
upon capture of the city and would 
conclude peace "on a soviet basis of 
the right of self-determination." 
Start Inquiry 
About Wrangel 


(By The Associated Press) 


Washington, Aug. 14—An Informal 


Inquiry Into the charade*- and poli- 
cies of the antl-Bolshevikl !sa<1er in 
southern Russia, General Wrangel, 
has been begun by government of- 
ficials. 


No immediate anticipation of recog- 


nition by the United States Is Involv- 
er officials said, but it is thought 
possible that the elements clustered 
about the Russian leader may afford 
a road to the creaton of conditions In 
Jtussia permitting ner re-acceptance 
among the nations. 


One report on the career of the 


Eusslan general already has been 
received, written by a neutral observ- 
er attached to the staff of Generil 
Wrangel. It is said to be the first 
authentic summary of his achieve- 
ments In Washington. 


General Wrangel, but thirty-nine 


years of age. according to the re- 
port, enlisted In the Russian army 
in 1901 as a private after having 
been educated as a mining engineer. 


Though his remote ancestors are 


said to have> come from Germany, his 
stock 1» of Baltic province deriva- 


' Leaving the army In 1902 as a lieu- 
tenant. Wrangel re-enlisted for the 
Kusso-Japanese war and was twice 
promoted for bravery. In the Euro- 
pean war as a captain of cavalry, 
he distinguished himself for which 
he was awarded the cross of St. 
George. 


CAPTURED BATTALION. 


Promoted to a colonel, he became 


«n aide to the Czar and later be- 
came commander of the first trans- 
Baikal Cossaclc regiment with which 
In July, 1916, he captured an en- 
tire battalion and several machine 
euns. He was then promoted to ma- 
jor-general. 


Early In th» revolution, when the 


F.uslan offensive In Galicla was pre- 
ceded *>y a disorderly retreat, Gen- 
eral Wrangel is said to have "pre- 
vented a great 
military 
disaster" 


'As a division commander and after- 
wards In command of a cavalry corps, 
he continued with the army until 
the revolution had destroyed Its dis- 
cipline completely. 


SAVED BY WIFE. 


General Wrangel then retired to 


the Crimea. Arrested by the Bol- 
sheviki, he rery narrowly escaped 
execution, being saved by his wife, 
;«:ho obtained his release. 


In 1918, with the growth of the 


•volunteer antl-Bolshevikl army, he 
was given command of a brigade un- 
der General Erdeli. Succeeding to 
command, he routed the Bolshevik! 
troops and liberated the Kuban, and 
finally attained In February, 
1919, 


th» liberation of the whole of north 
Caucasus and the Terek state, cap- 
turing 40,000 prisoners and much ma- 
terial. He was then made lieuten- 
ant general and placed in command 
cf the Caucasian army. 


Stricken with typhus fever, it was 


Sot until April, when the volunteer 
•rrey had suffered heavy losses that 
t» resumed command and on ac- 
•onnt of the necessity of re-forming 
tfc* *M*JM *t CtaMMJ Denikin* h» 


was designated as military adviser

With the evacuation

Wrangel proceeded 
to 
Sevastapol 


where he was requested by the Brit- 
ish admiral, on account of previous 
difficulties with General Denikine, 
to leave Russia. 


RETIRED TO THE CRIMEA 


He retired to Novorossisk and lat- 


er to the Crimea. 


"The nervousness of the troops," 


thi report declared, resulting from 
the news of his retirement, forced 
him to leave Russia for the time, 
but in April, 1920, "public opinion 
clameiing for a new leader caused 
General Denikine, then head of the 
volunteer army, to resign and a 
council of Russian generals to elect 
Wrangel as his successor"

"I ha\e given at least four hear-

Sept. 6 on "Front 


Porch." 


Marlon, Ohio, Aug. 14—Labor, the 


league of nations, agrlcultuial Issues

Senator Hardlng's cam- 


paign during early September, under 
a program revealed today In connect- 
ion with the announcement of plans 
for the first speech outside of Ohio. 


The labor address will be deliver- 


ed Labor day, Sept. 6, probably from 
the front porch. It Is understood a 
number of labor organizations have 
asked for the appointment. 


Agriculture and the league are to 


be coupled In an address on Septem- 
ber 8, at the Minnesota state fair. 
Senator Harding said no other speech 
es would be made on this trip, and_ 
explained that his decision to go to 
Minnesota was In no sense a modi- 
fication of his front porch program. 


NO DATE FOR TARIFF 


No definite date has been set for 


a discussion of the tariff, but the 
nominee today made plain his pur- 
pose to emphasize it as his campaign 
develops 
He said he expected to see 


a "lot of shouting" about the tariff 
soon, and that he would advocate 
a protective schedule out by Congress 
in co-operation with the tariff com- 
mission. 


Senator Harding plans to make his 


trip to Minnesota in leisurely fashion, 
stopping on the way for political 
conferences. He does not expect to 
travel by special train or private car. 
He said his acceptance of the Minne- 
sota invitation would preclude any 
possibility of his going to other west- 
ern fairs 


FOREIGN POLICY 


While this speech is to be devoted 


primarily to agriculture, he expects 
also to Include an elaboration of the 
foreign policy, he announced in his 
speech of acceptance 
It Is believed 


he will take note of recent Demo- 
cratic utterances on the league of na- 
tions and In reply will carry a step 
further his approval for peace by 
resolution and for an international 
association not impairing American 
Independence. 


In outlining today his tariff views, 


Senator 
Harding 
expressed 
the 


opinion that the tariff commission Is 
"not functioning" to ita fullest pos- 
sibilities and said he believed It could 
be made on important' help in fram- 
ing "not

tariff, but a tariff 
which protects 


American Interests." 


"Martf my words," 
he said, "you 


will hear a lot of shouting about the 
tariff before this campaign Is over." 


"I do not know whether I am In 


agreement with others on this, but I 
favor the tariff commission " 


Most of this morning Senator Hard- 


Ing spent in conference with former 
Senator John W Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts, a member of the campaign 
committee. Another caller was Rep- 
resentative Nicholas Longworth of 
Ohio.

Ask Increase of $2 a Day 


for Day and Monthly 


Laborers. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 
14—Repre- 


sentatives of the miners of the Joint 
scale committee of miners and oper- 
ators of the Central competitive bi- 
tuminous coal field, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Western Pennsylvania, 
at a Joint conference tonight, sub- 
mitted to the operators a demand for' 
a supplemental contract calling for 
a wage Increase of $2 per day to 
ail day and monthly laborers and an 
Increase of ten cents per ton on both 
pick and machine mining, both ro- 
troatlve to August I. 


THB PROPOSAL 


The miners' proposal, as presented 


to the operators, follows: 


"Pursuant to the call of the Presi- 


dent of the United States that a Joint 
conference of miners and operators 
of the central competitive field meet 
to correct Inequalities in the award 
of the bituminous commission, we sub 
mlt the following: 


"1—That the rate of pay for all 


day and monthly men be advanced 
$2 per day. 


"2—That the mining scale In the 


basing districts within the central 
competitive field, both pick and ma- 
chine, be Increased ten cents per ton 
and that all differential;,, both within 
and between districts, be referred to 
the different districts affected. 


EXPLOSIVES 


"3—That the price of explosives 


be referred to the different districts. 


"4—That no fines be assessed until 


It Is first determined by the official 
representatives of both parties to th» 
agreement that a violation of con- 
tract has occurred. 


"5—That the Increase to day men, 


monthly men, and on mining prices, 
both pick and machine, herein pro- 
posed be made retroatlve to August 
first, In application. 


GET $6 A DAT NOW 


About 27 percent of the men em- 


Ployed in the' central fields mines 
are day workers receiving $6 a day, 
one dollar of which was the Increase 
awarded by President Wilson's coal 
commission last spring. Tonnage pay 
on run of mine for pick miners in 
Ohio sub-districts Is $2111 and a 
fraction, of which 24 cents was the 
Increase granted by the commission. 


The demands, If granted, would 


apply directly only to the districts 
In the central competitive bituminous 
field, but since all contracts through- 
out the country are based upon »he 
rate paid In the central fields, the 
demands presented here today affect 
the coal Industry throughout this 
country and Canada. 


Several operators said they believ- 


ed the miners presented tonight's de- 
mands as an "asking price" and would 
expect to bargain over them. The 
miners are seeking what they call a 
supplemental contract, not to'take 
the place of the present 
contract 


which has until March 31, 1922, still 
to run. 


NO COMMENT. 


The operators refused to comment 


tonight on what action they would 
take on the miners proposition. They 
will meet tomorrow morning to dis- 
cuss the matter and said they prob- 
ably would have a reply ready by 
Monday. 


No estimate would be made by the 


operators of the probable increase In 
the cost of coal In case thn demand 
was granted. E. C Searls said if It 
was granted there would be a "sub- 
stantial" Increase In the 
price of I 


coal. 


Ellis Searls of Indianapolis, editor 


of the United Mine Workers Jour- 
nal, said there would be no strike 
of miners In case the operators re- 
fused the wage Increase. 


Officials of the

would not comment on their demands.

LEAGUE FOREMOST. 


It was his first big day of earn- 


paignlng. Motoring from Columbus, 
he made three brief addresses »n 
route, at Zanesville, Cambridge and 
St. Clairsville, O., addressed the West 
Virginia Democratic convention lat* 
today and a public meeting tonight 
on the river front.

Numerous merchants have received 


notices from the department of pub- 
lic works and buildings, division of 
highways, to remove at once adver- 
tising sign? placed on state or fed- 
eral highways, says the Arthur Gra- 
phic-Clarion. 
Most people who use 


the highways and especially those 
who attempt to follow an unfamiliar 
marked trail will be glad It this Is 
true 
Nothing Is more confusing to 


a person who is striving to follow i 
strange road than a multitude of ad- 
reriisSng signs placarding poles and 
bill boards along the way ' The pub- 
lic highways apparently furnish free 
advertising space for anybody who 
cares to rail up a poster or adver- 
tisement of any kind. In many places 
the road authorities have 
erected 


g-uide boards, detour signs, mile posts 
»nd at railroad crossings and short 
turni In the road danger signs. 
It 


li often difficult to distinguish these 
official markings 
from 
ad\srtlslng 


•Igns and the latter therefore become 
» poiHive menace. 


NONE HERE. 


No such action as this haa been 


taken by the state highway authori- 
ties in JIacon county so far as the 
local road officials know. But tben 
there are no state or federal roads In 
this county. 
The control of adver- 


tlainc on the public highways Is In 
the hands ot the officials In charge 
of tne roads, according to the Judg- 
ment of County Superintendent P. T 
Hicks. 


In the case of a township road this 


would be the township high- 


way ommisscloner 
In the case of a 


county road, such as the «arth state 
aid roads In Macon county, It would 
be the county superintendent of high- 
ways 
In the case of state bond or 


other roads under the control of the 
state It would be the state highway 
department 
While there Is no law 


specifically prohibiting the placing ot 
advertising signs on public highways 
a highway commissioner, a county 
superintendent of highways or the 
state superintendent of highways 
could make a ruling to that effect 
which would hold good on the roads 
under his Jurisdiction 
That Is to 


say that a township highway com- 
missioner could permit signs to be 
posted along the highways under his 
control or refuse permission. County 
Superintendent Hicks has understood 
that the state Is prohibiting the post- 
Ing of advertising matter along state 
roads 


PROHIBITED NEAR R R 


There Is a law specifically prohibit- 


ing the placing of advertising signs 
In proximity to railroad crossings 
The law reads "It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to place or cause to be placed any 
signs or bill board within fifty feet 
of any post or guide board erected In 
accordance with the provisions of this 
act" (the act providing for the erect- 
Ion of warning signs 
at 
railroad 


crossings) 
It is further 
provided 


that it is unlawful to place any sign 
on a public highway within 800 feet 
of a grade crossing, except the signs 
or signals required by law. 


While the county superintendent 


understands that the control of ad- 
vertising matter on the publlo high- 
ways is absolutely In the hands of the 
road authorities he believes that their 
authority ends with the line of the 
highway 
That Is If an advertiser 


can get permission from the property 
owner and erect a sign within a 
field adjacent to the road the high- 
way authorities have nothing to say 
about it. 


How "Abe" Broke Quorum 


at Vandalia. 


Springfield, 111, Aug 14—Purchase 


by the State of Illinois of th« Old 
State House at Vandalia, Illinois' first 
State Capitol, has recalled how Abra- 
ham Lincoln disappeared throurh » 
window there In 1880, broke » quor- 
um and thus helped to brlnr about 
the-removal of the itata capital to 
Springfield, The state has bought 
the building from the City of Van- 
dalla. 


Lincoln at that time wa« a state rep 


resentatlve. It li recorded la som« 
ilstorles that he jumped from the 
second atory window of the House of 
lepresentativea to escape being coun- 
ed present In BO doing he broke 
a quorum and prevented the continu- 
ation of the capital at Vandalla. It 
was removed the same year to Spring 
field. Ajriong some of the resident* 
of Vandalia at that period Lincoln's 
disappearance was characterised as 
an act of "cussednesg."

GAS SCARCE. 


"The gas 
proposition i« another 


question along the coast. 
From 


^"asco, Oie., on, our troubles along 
this line began, 
Most of the cities 


were entirely out or their small al- 
lotment evaporated before we arrived. 
In Portland, the shortage was about 
as bad. If you wanted gas. you had 
to fall In line early in the morning 
and await your turn. Then you would 
receive but two gallons, ^'e soon 
learned how to work the1 game and 
ever since thaf, had all the gas we 
wanted. 
Another method we found 


cut the last week is to drain your 
tank and see the Standard Oil ware- 
house if you had none. 
They would 


help tourists cut -vith three to five 
gallon. 
This and several other 


methods were used to keep our tank 
full.

Dr. J. 'L. Polk of Champaign Honors Village of 


Arcola in an Unique Manner. 


Dr. J. L. Polk of Champaign is 


leaving to Arcola, Douglas county, a 
unique and valuable memorial—a half 
mile of paved road. 
The road Is ot 


peculiar s'entimental Interest and It 
is an outright sift of value to the 
city of Arcola o£ not less than $30,000. 
More than this it hag Inspired the 
citizens to go on with the work of 
road building. 


Dr. Polk 
came to 
Arcola in an 


•iwlv day and practiced there 
for 


years. 
He acquired a large amount 


of land, about 1,000 near the town. 
He had three sons and TV hen the old- 
est of these became of age to at- 
tend college he moved to Champaign 
to educate them in the university and 
has lived there ever since. 
All three 


ef these sons are now dead and lie 
bulled In the Arcola cemetery. 
Dr. 


Polk is now building a memorial road 
ft half mile long leading from the 
main highway, the old Paris and 
Springfield state road recently organ- 
ized as the Decatur, Terre,Haute trail.

The Arcola cemetery is located mM-

ways to the cemeterj 
have always 


been bad In bad weather 
"One of 


my earliest recollections " sajs a mid- 
dle aged Arcola business man, "is oC 
bt'ng lifted from a Tvapon while on 
the wav to a funeral in that cemetery 
«ifl of h»irs stood at the roadside 


while a number of men pried, lifted 
and dug to extricate the-wagon from 
the mud " 


There was formerly a fine avenue 


of trees which shaded the road. These 
were cut down in the hope that they 
would help the road but it did no 
help It materially. 
Arcola 
funerals 


have continued for several genera- 
tions to drag through the mud o: 
this lane. 


The memorial rqad which Dr. Polk 


is building is a half mile long am 
fourteen feet wide and Is constructe< 
of concrete. 
An appropriate arched 


entrance Is being constructed which 
is a part of the memorial and wil 
greatly enhance the beauty of this 
cemetery.

City and County Engineers to Haw Cost Figures to 


Present Soon. 


City Engineer W. J. Collins and 


^runty superintendent P. T. Hlclta 
have completed a general inspection 
of the roads and bridges involved In 
the water conservation project and 
the -work of preparing the surveys 
and estimates which has been undej- 
xvay for some time may now be com- 
pleted. The city, two townships, thi 
county and the state are concerned 
in the road and bridge changes and 
"will take such action as they may 
deem necessary when the surveys and 
estimates are completed. 


Five 1 -Mges are involved in the 


project. 
They 
are 
the 
Ppangler 


bridge, the Cow ford bridge, the Lost 
bnclgrp, the Maffit bridge and the 
County bridge. Some of these,bridges 
^ill have to be rebuilt, others must 
be rebuilt or abandoned and removed 
and two of them V ill have to be 
merely raised,

show both the coat of removing these 
bridges and building the new connecting 
road and of replacing and raising them. 


It is found by the engineers that In 


case these two bridges are abandoned 
it uill be necessary to build a bridge 
spanning Big creek for the south side 
connecting road but the Lost bridge may 
be used for that purpose. 
Big creek la 


formed by the union of Long creek and 
Sand creek. 


. NEW COWFORD BRIDGE 


The Co\\ ford bridge must be replaced 


b> a new one under any circumstances 
and It is proposed that this shall cross 
about fifty 
yards 
below 
the 
present 


bridge. 
This will eliminate tha horse- 


shoe bend in the road south and west of 
the river. 


The new Spangler bridge will ha\e to 


be raised several feets and the fill ap- 
proaching u on both aides w ill have to 
be'raised and widened, This is true also 
01 the county bridge. 
In the latter case 


especially it will be a distinct improve- 
ment to the road. 


The plans that are now made dc not 


tni.e into consideration a connecting road 
north of the rh er. 
It is expected that 


the new lake will bring about a rapid 
development of the property north of the 
rner and a northside, drn e will naturally 
follow. 
But this Is a matter for later 


consideration.

the oil which ha had bought and 
which had been shipped had not been 
delivered. 
He discovered on railroad 


side tracks In that city 1,500 car loads 
of road oil. 
He made some inquiry 


among railroad men as to why this 
oil was not moved and was told that 
they did not know except that they 
had received no orders to move it. 
They had the motive power and could 
move it whenever they were ordered 
to do so. 


This story should be verified, of 


course, before it Is accepted as a 
whole and without qualification. But 
a somewhat similar story is told by 
the Oakley township highway com- 
missioner of three or four car loads 
of oil ordered for that township. 
It 


was traced to Decatur but nothing 
could be learned of It here except that 
it had rot arrived. 
He went on a 


personal search of the local railroad 
yards, found his oil cars and speed- 
ily secured their delivery at Oakley, 


TRACTORS CUT HOAD3. 


A number ot complaints have come 


to the Decatur motor, club of damages

One Man Estimates 2,000 


This Season. 


E. A.' Nichols, whose meat mar- 


ket Is located at the-corner of South 
Main and Wood streets, estimates 
that no fewer than' 2,000 drive-out 
automobiles' and trucks have, passed 
his place during the season.' He is 
on the Ocean to 
Ocean

which is one of the main-routes for 
cars going to the west and south- 
west. Of course Mr. Nichols did not 
sit in his doorway and keep accurate 
count of these cars as they passed. 
His estimate is more or -less rough. 
Many single cars and 
flocks

place without his seeing them. But 
he grew to notice that about so 
many of them passed 
every day. 


Some days there were as'many as 
fifty but tho daily average according 
to liis estimate was much less than 
fifty. 


Mr. Nichols has also taken some 


note of the tourist business that 
came into his store. In this 'he was 
also favored somewhat by the Ocean 
to Ocean highway and also In £he 
fact that there Is a gasoline filling 
station In his neighborhood. He has 
no reason to suppose that he is get- 
ting more of this business than oth- 
er merchants or as much as some 
others. But he knows that there is 
a steady trickle of business from 
this source which amounts to a good 
deal in the course of the season. His 
business comes mainly from tourists 
who aie camping. When they stop 
to fill their tanks with gasoline they 
take occasion to stock up with food 
stuffs.

made. 


"I am strongly In favor of using 


the automobile money In caring for 
the earth roads," said W. F. Lodge 
of Montlcello, a practical builder of 
brick and concrete roads. 
"We could 


build, the state bond roads If we 
would' build them on a cost plus 
basis, but it would break every far- 
mer in Piatt county if we would 
build all the hard roads wanted on 
a plan that has been suggested, qost 
plus 10 per cent. As the situation 
is now it may be many years before 
we are able to build the proposed 
state system of brick and concrete 
roads. 
The reason there were no 


bidders at recently lettings of road 
contracts is that most of the road 
contractors have gone broke. Most 
of those that have contracts aro 
not getting any. where because of la- 
bor and transportation difficulties. 


FAVORS DIRT ROADS. 


"Since w* can't build paved roads 


now I am In favor of Improving the 
earth roads and' giving the men wlio 
are now paying several million dol- 
lars a year Into the state treasury 
something for their money. Most of 
them may pass Into the- great beyond 
before we are able to build the roads 
of brick and concrete. 


"I am strongly In favor of the pa- 


trol system for maintaining roads. 
It Is merely the railroad mainten- 
ance plan applied to highways. Di- 
vide the road into sections and as- 
sign a man to each section. His 
business is to keep that section In 
order. If he does 'not do It replace 
him with a man who can. Ho will 
keep the road properly dragged, the 
side ditches open, the weeds 
out. 


If the earth at the edge of the plank- 
Ing of a brldg gets hammered down 
he will fill It at once, ft Is the 
stitch In time that keeps a road al- 
ways good." 


MERIDITH IN FAVOR. 


"It strikes me that this plan of 


taking over the main roads by the 
state and maintaining them by the 
patrol system Is a good thing," said 
Frank M. Meridlth, president ft the 
Decatur Motor Club." There will be 
somebody that we- can get at in case 
the work is not done properly. We 
are not getting any where as it Is. 
The township as the road unit is not 
getting results. Some townships are 
doing road work, others are doing 
poor work. The fact Is that when 
the work ought to be done on the 
roads many highway commissioners 
are busy with their farms. 
They 


are not thinking about ths roads. 
We want some body looking after the 
roads whose business It is to work 
the roads."

sanitary sewer and no others will be 
sold until the money is needed for ad- 
ditional work, thus saving interest 
to the district. 


In the statement sent

houses regarding the Issue the board 
states that the area of the district 
is 21,120 acres, and the population, 
which includes the city of Decatur 
47,546. The actual value of th» pro- 
perty in the district is estimated at 
$35,000,000 of which the assessed val- 
uation is $17,287,303. 


The bonds are in denominations of 


$1,000 each and begin falling due 
May 1, 1922 when $50,000 mature 
and each year thereafter the amount 
becoming due Is $45,000 until all are 
paid.

Locally Decatur is represented on the 
committee by Mrs. Charles G. Pow- 
ers, president of the Decatur Art 
Institute, and former president of 
the Decatur Municipal Art League, 
and Robert W. Lahr, head of the 
department of Fine Arts in the James 
Mllllkin University. All art lovers 
in Decatur know that Mrs. Powers 
and Mr. Lahr's names are guarantees 
that this city will make its full con- 
tribution to this valuable movement 
through the activities of the Art Ex- 


tension committee. 


"There Is * popular fallacy that art 


Is for "high-brows" only; that its 
placs is in galleries .museums and 
far-off cities" said a member of the 
local art institute. "But the truth fs 
that nothing Is more democratic than 
art. It Is for the man, woman or 
child In every walk of life to whom 
beauty is a source of enjoyment. If, 
therefore, this committee can help 
state to open their eyes and look 
for beauty, to look for it not a'on» In 
pictures and statues and bric-a-brac 
In sun-sets and rainbows in the royal 
splendor of autumns leaves and flow- 
ers, In the thousand and one efforts 
that are made to add beauty to util- 
ity In rugs and furniture and the 
common things of our homes It will 
abundantly Justify Its existence. 


"The definite things which the com- 


mittee proposes to do to this end are 
to numerous to name here. But ev- 
ery one of them is feasible, and all 
are deserving1 of actual accomplish- 
ment. May the committee have the 
Interest and the hearty cooperation 
of every citizen who would see the 
grind and the tedium and .theugllness 
taken out of life that there may be 
a large place for beauty and appre- 
ciation and Joy as an accompaniment 
of our increasing leisure."
